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Texans Bring 
Pink Bollworm 
Into Missouri 


Cotton Bolls Carried 
By Tourists Are Found 
To Contain Live Larva 


Three live Pink Bollworm lar­ 
va were discovered at the Hol­ 
land check station on Highway 61, 
Sept. 20, it has been revealed by 
L. C. Carpenter, Commissioner of 
Agriculture. The larva were found 
in bolls of cotton brought into 
Missouri by a Texas family bound 
for a vacation visit in Caruthers- 
ville. 
The live Pink Bollworm larva 
confiscated contained in two op­ 
ened bolls, (not connected with 
plants or stems). According to the 
brief official report of the in- 
'pector making the confiscation, 
the bolls were being deliberately 
transported and apparently wert 
not in the car by accident. Their 
curiosity value exhausted; 
and 
certainly two detached cotton bolls 
would have small curio value in 
Caruthersville; they would natur­ 
ally be discarded. Tossed down by 
.the roadside the bolls contained 
all the material needed for a Pink 
Bollworm infection of the Mis­ 
souri Delta. 
This discovery pointed to 
the 
narrow margin of safety by which 
Missouri escapes the expense and 
trouble which would be caused by 
a Federal Quarantine on raw cot­ 
ton and cottonseed, Carpenter said 
this week while on an inspection 
tour of the Pink Bollworm check 
stations in Southeast Missouri. The 
worms were identified by Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture entomologists 
at the Holland Check station. 
More than five out of every 
hundred of the 27,523 vehicles in­ 
spected by the Department of Ag­ 
riculture Pink Bollworm inspect­ 
ors since Sept. 10 have carried 
raw cotton, Carpenter said. Any 
infected bit of raw cotton or u n ­ 
treated cottonseed might contain 
the single living larva which could 
spread the plague to the whole of 
the Delta area. So far, Pink Boll­ 
worm inspectors have intercepted 
•raw cotton in 1,152 cases. 
“Nothing we had been told a- 
bout the Pink Bollworm quaran­ 
tine of control practices in other 
states had prepared us for the 
number of cars which we are find, 
ing to be carriers of raw cotton 
liber,” Julius (Andy) Anderson, 
chief entomologist for the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture said, in com­ 
menting on the 
announcement. 
“We knew, of course, that trans­ 
ient laborers are inclined to gather 
raw cotton for bed pads, and that 
used pick sacks and other articles 
used in or around 1he cotton fields 
might be found to be infected. 
But We had not dreamed that cot 
ton in the boll could be such a 
tourist attraction, or that one out 
of every 20 cars returning to the 
North would be carrying samples 
or souvenirs, any one of which 
might harbor the Pmk Bollworm." 
Julius Anderson and Virgil O w­ 
en, northwest district entomologist 
for the department, normally sta­ 
tioned at Independence, Mo., are 
both in the Delta, and one or the 
other will be on the job until a 
permanent man is qualified and 
assigned, according to the Direc­ 
tor of Agriculture. Daily checks 
will be made of material confis­ 
cated at the three check stations 
located at Holland on Route 61, 
Arbyrd at routes 25 and 108, and 
at Neelyville on Route 67. An en ­ 
tomologist will be constantly avail 
able for consultation with gin m a­ 
nagers and for field inspections 
of suspected infections. 
According to Anderson, 
there 
are doubts that infected areas will 
be found during the current :ea- 
son. The department has taken no 
action tow ard setting up control 
measures either in the fields or 
it the gins. However, the state 
entomologists will m ake samples 
of gin trash as time allows, as a 
simple precautionary measure.

He attended a Bap 
tist College at Clinton, Ky., for 
two years. He then studied under 
Dr. W. F. Grinstead in Cairo, 111., 
for two years. He went to Beau­ 
mont Medical College, n f v St. 
Louis University, for three more 
years of study. In 1896 he return­ 
ed to East Prairie to practice med­ 
icine. He later went to New York 
for post-graduate work. 
Dr. Martin can tell ipanv hair- 
raising experiences that he had 
when 4 his country was

vast 
wilderness and swamp. All his 
early ministering to the sick was 
done by means of boats, horseback 
and horse draw n buggies. 
Many 
times his calls used all three me­ 
thods in order to reach his pa­ 
tients and some calls would detain 
him for three or four days. 
He and Dr. S. P. Martin II built 
the building where Dr. Sam now 
has his office. Dr. Albert later 
sold his interest to Dr. Sam. 
Dr. S. P. Martin I and his sons 
have served this community well, 
for 139 years 
without a break. 
They have always been known 
for their Christian living, 
their 
patience with the sufferers, their 
willingness to be an active part 
in all affairs of this community.

DENVER MPl—Hospital bulletins 
reporting that President Eisenhow­ 
e r’s ‘‘satisfactory progress’’ was 
continuing raised hopes for his full 
recovery another notch today. 
But the cautious optimism was 
sharply tempered by the note of 
warning sounded by one of his 
heart specialist physicains. 
“ For the first two weeks we keep 
our fingers crossed,” said Dr. Paul 
Dudley White of Boston in report­ 
ing here yesterday on the Presi­ 
dent’s condition. 
The two weeks won’t be up until 
Oct. 6. 
White did say the prospects for 
Eisenhower’s complete recovery 
within two months are “ reasonably 
good,” barring complications. But 
he added that complications “ can 
still come,’ particularly during the 
first two weeks after an attack.” 
At a news conference before fil­ 
ing back to Boston. White also said 
the President should be “ physical­ 
ly able” to serve a second term if 
he wants to. 
“No Conviction” 
But the physician called 
fhe 
presidency one of the toughest jobs 
in the world and declared he had 
“no conviction one way or the 
other” as to whether Eisenhower 
should run for re-election. 
The likelihood remained 
that 
m embers of the President's family 
will urge him to stand aside in 
1956. For that matter it seems 
quite likely they won’t need to urge 
him. Eisenhower, who will be 65 
Oct. 14. said in August the state of 
his health would be a factor in his 
decision about running again.

Texans Bring 
Pink Bollworm 
Into Missouri 


Cotton Bolls Carried 
By Tourists Are Found 
To Contain Live Larva 


Three live Pink Bollworm la r­ 
va were discovered at the Hol­ 
land check station on Highway 61, 
Sept. 20, it has been revealed by 
L. C. C arpenter, Com m issioner of 
A griculture. The larva were found 
in bolls of cotton brought into 
Missouri by a Texas fam ily bound 
for a vacation visit in C aruthers­ 
ville. 
The live Pink Bollworm larva I 
confiscated contained in two op 
ened bolls, (not connected w ith] 
plants or stem s). According to the 
brief official report of the in­ 
spector m aking the confiscation, 
the bolls w ere being deliberately 
transported and apparently w ert 
not in the car by accident. Their 
curiosity value exhausted; 
and 
certainly tw o detached cotton bolls 
would have sm all curio value in 
C aruthersville; they would natur­ 
ally be discarded. Tossed down by 
.the roadside the bolls contained 
all the m aterial needed for a Pink 
Bollworm infection of the Mis­ 
souri Delta. 
This discovery pointed to 
the 
narrow m argin of safety by which 
Missouri escapes the expense and 
trouble which would be caused by 
a Federal Q uarantine on raw cot­ 
ton and cottonseed, C arpenter said 
this week w hile on an inspection 
tour of the Pink Bollworm check 
stations in Southeast Missouri. The 
worms w ere identified by D epart­ 
m ent of A griculture entomologists 
at the H olland Check station. 
More than five out of every 
hundred of the 27,523 vehicles in­ 
spected by the D epartm ent of Ag­ 
riculture Pink Bollworm inspect­ 
ors since Sept. IO have carried 
raw cotton, C arpenter said. Any 
infected bit of raw cotton or u n ­ 
treated cottonseed m ight contain 
the single living larva which could 
spread the plague to the whole of 
the Delta area. So far, Pink Boll­ 
worm inspectors have intercepted 
'raw cotton in 1,152 cases. 
“Nothing we had been told a- 
bout the Pink Bollworm quaran­ 
tine of control practices in other 
states had prepared us for the 
num ber of cars which we are find­ 
ing to be carriers of raw cotton 
liber,” Julius (A ndy) Anderson, 
chief entom ologist for the Depart­ 
m ent of A griculture said, in com­ 
m enting on the 
announcem ent. 
“We knew, of course, that trans­ 
ient laborers are inclined to gather 
raw cotton for bed pads, and that 
used pick sacks and other articles 
used in or around the cotton fields 
might be found to be infected. 
But we had not dream ed that cot 
ton in the boll could be such a 
tourist attraction, or that one out 
of every 20 cars returning to the 
North would be carrying samples 
or souvenirs, any one of which 
might harbor the Pink Bollworm.” 
Julius A nderson and Virgil Ow­ 
en, northw est district entomologist 
for the departm ent, norm ally sta­ 
tioned at Independence, Mo., are 
both in the Delta, and one or the 
other will be on the job until a 
perm anent m an is qualified and 
assigned, according to the Direc­ 
tor of A griculture. Daily checks 
will be m ade of m aterial confis­ 
cated at the three check stations 
located at Holland on Route 61, 
A rbyrd at routes 25 and 108, and 
at N eelyville on Route 67. An en ­ 
tomologist w ill be constantly avail 
able for consultation w ith gin m a­ 
nagers and for field inspections 
of suspected infections. 
According to Anderson, 
there 
ire doubts that infected areas will 
be found during the current :ea- 
'on. The departm ent has taken no 
action tow ard setting up control 
m easures either in the fields or 
at the gins. H owever, the state 
entomologists w ill m ake samples 
of gin trash as tim e allows, as a 
simple precautionary m easure.

DENVER W—Hospital bulletins 
reporting that President Eisenhow- 
e r’s “ satisfactory progress” was 
continuing raised hopes for his full 
recovery another notch today. 
But the cautious optim ism was 
sharply tem pered by the note of 
warning sounded by one of his 
heart specialist p h y sic a ls. 
“ For the first two weeks we keep 
our fingers crossed,” said Dr, Paul 
Dudley White of Boston in report­ 
ing here yesterday on the Presi­ 
dent’s condition. 
The two weeks won’t be up until 
Oct. 6. 
White did say the prospects for 
Eisenhow er’s eom olete recovery 
within two months are “ reasonably 
good,” barring complications. But 
he added that complications “ can 
still come,’ particularly during the 
first two weeks after an attack.” 
At a news conference before Dy­ 
ing back to Boston, White also said 
the President should be “ physical­ 
ly able” to serve a second term if 
he wants to. 
“No Conviction” 
But the physician called 
the 
presidency one of the toughest jobs 
in the world and declared he had 
“no conviction one way or the 
other” as to whether Eisenhow er 
should run for re-election. 
The likelihood rem ained 
that 
m em bers of the President's fam ily 
will urge him to stand aside in 
1956. For that m atter it seem s 
quite likely they won’t need to urge 
him. Eisenhower, who wilk be 65 
Oct. 14. said in August the state of 
his health would be a factor in his 
decision about running again.

Department of Justice Finds Major Crimes For 
First Half of 1955 Below Similar Period 1954; 
Personal Violence Crimes In Cities Increased 


The Department, of Justice a n ­ 
nounced today that the 
Uniform 
Crime Reports compiled 
by the 
FBI for the first six month s of 
1955 showed that estimated m ajo r 
crimes declined .7 per cent as com­ 
pared with the same period last 
year. 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
stated that an estimated 1.128,350 
majo r crimes were reported for 
the period from J a n u a ry to June, 
1955, only 7,790 less than the 1,- 
136,140 total for the similar per­ 
iod in 1954. If the trend contin­ 
ues for the remain der of the year 
1955 will be the fourth consecu­ 
tive year in which moer than 2.- 
000,000 major crimes have been 
committed. 
Crime decreased in both urban 
and •'ural areas during the first 
six months of 1955. Total major 
crimes reported by city police de­ 
creased 1.4 per cent, while rural 
crimes w en t down by an almost 
negligible th ree - hundredths ot 
one per cent. Murders, robberies 
and burglaries were down in 1 )th 
u rb an and rura l areas, while rapes 
and larcenies increased. Negligent 
m anslaughter and aggravated as­ 
saults rose in the cities, but sh ow­ 
ed 
decreases outside 
the 
urban 
areas. Auto thefts decreased in the 
cities and w ere up in rural areas. 
FBI Report Highlights 
The following are the highlights 
of the Uniform 
Crime 
Reports 
covering the period from Ja nuary 
to June, 1955: 
The estimated 
1.128.350 m ajor 
crimes committed during the first 
6 months of 1955 represent a d e ­ 
crease of 7.790, or 
.7 per cent,

A majo r crime was committed 
every 13.9 seconds. 
Each day during the January- 
Ju n e period, it is estimated lhat 
35 people w ere feloniously slain

Although the average American 
gets Ins first job at a later age 
than used to be common, and al­ 
though he typically 
has 
more 
years in retirement, he also, pa­ 
radoxically, 
spends many more 
years on the job. The lengthening 
ot life which has occurred durin g 
the nresent century permits indi­ 
viduals to spend more years in 
every phase of their life history. 
The average boy baby born in 
1950 could expect to spend 17.7 
years in the preparatory 
period 
before entering the labor force. 
This is four years longer than his 
counterpart born in 1900 could e x ­ 
pect 
before setting out 
lor 
his 
first job. The increasing prosperi­ 
ty of the nation makes it possi­ 
ble for families to keep children 
at school to a much later age. 
Also, 
the 
increased 
life expect­ 
ancy makes it more worth while 
to give a youth a longer period of 
preparation for his career. 
At the other end of the 
age 
scale, the average American can 
now anticipate about 5.9 years in 
retirement, as compared with on­ 
ly 2.4 years in 1900. It should be 
explained that these figures in­ 
clude both 
the conventional re­ 
tirement at age 65 to which we 
are now accustomed, and invol­ 
untary letirements due to disabil­ 
ity, which can occur at any age. 
In 
1900 conventional 
retirement 
was almost unknown and practi­ 
cally all men worked until they 
died or were disabled. It should 
also be pointed out that the a v ­ 
erage include individuals who die 
before they retire and hence have 
zero years of retirement. 
The most striking change durin g 
the half-century under review has 
been the increase in the working 
life of the individual. The a v e r ­ 
age male in 1950 could expect to 
spend almost 
10 years more on 
the job than the average male in 
1900. The increase in the length 
of working life has been from 32.1 
years in 1900 to 41.9 in 1950. These 
averages would be greater except 
fcr the fact that they include indi­ 
viduals who die dui ing their work 
ing years and hence never reach 
retirement. 
All this has been possible be­ 
cause life expectancy 
(at birth) 
has been increased from 48.2 to 
65.5 years — thanks to the tre­ 
mendous advance of medical sci­ 
ence. The average m a n has 
17.3 
more years of life, of which hr 
spends 4.0 years in additional pre­ 
paration, 9.8 years in additional 
working time, and 3.5 years in ad­ 
ditional retired life. 
Although the average m an now 
spends one-third more time than 
m 1900 as a m e m b e r of the n a ­ 
tion's labor force, the actual n u m ­ 
ber of hours spent on the job d u r ­ 


ing his entire lifetime is substan­ 
tially less th an fn 1900. In that 
year the sta ndard w ork week was 
60 hours, and vacations were e x­ 
ceptional. Now the work week has 
been reduced to 40 hours 
and 
paid vacations have become the 
general rule.

Althoug most Presidents m ake 
known their views in speeches or 
writing after they leave office, 
they are generally pow erless un­ 
less their successor is one who 
thought along the sam e lines po­ 
litically, such as the Jefferson- 
M adison-M onroe and Jackson-V an 
Buren patterns.
